It is unclear how 
many students polled were commuter or 
resident students. Out of an enrollment of 
6,000 students, only about 600 live on 
campus, It is assumed the condoms 
would be provided for students living in 
the residence halls, and if that’s the case, 
let's remember that convenience stores 











selling condoms are located close by, 
Asking a student to take extra time and 
effort to engage in safe sex only reinforces 
the importance of responsible sex. By 
asking a student to simply walk across the 


hall to get a condom, we make sex, safe 
or unsafe, more accessible. 

Second, the cliche. Declaring the 
College to be “behind the times’ makes 


for questionable priorities. We know of 
the nationwide movement on campuses 
to provide condoms to their students, and 
the “students are going to do it anyway’ 
argument seems to linger. A practical view 
indeed, but is it educational? Clean 
needles are given to heroine addicts to 
prevent the spread of the AIDS virus, yet 
nothing is done to stop the addiction. If 
we install condom machines, we only 
provide for the here and now, rather than 
focus on educating students on the long: 
term dangers of polygamous sex
